Barbee, 
54, 
was 
selected Friday by the sev en 
members of the Game Com­ 
mission for the p osition of 
directof, taking ov er from the 
retiring Melv in 0. Steen on 
Ap ril 22. 
Barbee, a 10-y ear emp loy e 
of the Game and Parks Com­ 
mission, has sp ent the p ast fiv e 
y ears as assistant director. He 
was selected from among some 
30 ap p licants for the p osition. 
The v ote came on a motion 
by 
Commissioner 
B r u c e 
Cowg ill 
of 
Silv er 
Creek, 
seconded by Floy d Stone of 
Alliance. The v ote was 4-3, with 
Cowg ill, Stone, Lee Wells of 
Ax tell and Charles Wrig ht of 
McCook v oting for his selec­ 
tion. 
Voting 
ag ainst 
were 
Francis Hanna of Thedford, 
Jim Columbo of Omaha and 
Milt Muncie of Plattsmouth. 
The p osition will p ay $18,000 
a y ear. The term normally is 
for six y ears, as p rov ided by 
law, but commission members 
are checking this p oint with the 
attorney g eneral. The official 
leng th of Barbee’s first term 
will be announced at the nex t 
meeting , Dec. 12, of the com­ 
missioners. 
“I will work closely with all^ 
members of the commission,” 
Barbee said Friday , “including 
those who sup p orted me and 
those who did not.” 
Steen noted that the p osition 
of director was a “hot seat,” 
and Barbee commented that he 
had been “warming up ” for the 
job for fiv e y ears. 
“I’m fully aware of the p ro­ 
blems inv olv ed in the p osition,” 
Barbee said, “and will do my 
best to handle them as they 
come.” 
Steen, who has been director 
since July of 19 56, said that the 
p osition of director had been a

Sp ace Center, 
Houston — 
Ap ollo 12’s ex p lorers blasted 
from the g rip of the moon and 
headed home Friday with a 
new treasure of lunar rocks 
and knowledg e. 
Charles (Pete) Conrad, Rich­ 
ard F. Gordon and Alan L. 
Bean will comp lete the quarter- 
million mile v oy ag e to earth in 
three day s, sp lashing down in 
the South Pacific Monday after­ 
noon. 
Before firing Yankee Clip p er’s 
main eng ine to break away 
from lunar orbit, the astron­ 
auts went sig htseeing around 
and around the moon and 
snap p ed 
p ictures 
of 
future 
ap ollo landing sites. 
The triump hant p ilots were 
eag er to g et back. Conrad ask­ 
ed if they had enoug h fuel to 
sp eed up the trip so they would 
return a day early , but g round 
controllers said no. 
“Okay , no p roblem,” said the 
v eteran 
sp ace 
commander. 
“No p roblem at all.” 
“That’s one less day in the 
LRL 
(Lunar 
R e c e i v i n g 
Laboratory ),” 
(Conrad 
said. 
The astronauts must remain in 
quarantine in Houston until 
Dec. 10 to make certain they 
p icked up no alien g erms dur­ 
ing their IV2 miles of hiking on 
the dusty lunar surface. 
Friday ’s lunar orbital flig ht 
was dev oted to scouting p oten­ 
tial landing sites for kture 
Ap ollo crews. 
Before Ap ollo 12’s launching 
last 
Friday , 
Gordon 
told 
n e w s m e n ‘ ‘ t h e s t r i p 
p hotog rap hy is one of the most 
imp ortant thing s we’re doing 
on this 
flig ht 
for 
future 
missions.” 
Six cameras are used, four of 
them p laced side-by -side on a 
common mount, each fitted 
with a different ty p e of film 
and filter. Another camera is 
fitted with a 500 millimeter 
lens, and the six th has an 18 
millimeter lens. 
Gordon said the four mounted 
cameras 
will 
be 
trig g ered 
ev ery 20 seconds “to g iv e us 
comp lete 
strii) 
p hotog rap hy 
across the illuniiinated surface 
of the moon from one minute 
after sunrise to one minute 
p rior to sunset.” 
The other cameras are con­ 
centrated on three sites con­ 
sidered hig hly desirable for 
future Ap ollo landing s because 
of their scientific interest. 
Scientists on earth hailed the 
sp ace trio’s achiev ements. 
Dr. 
Wernher Von 
Braun, 
director of the Marshall Sp ace 
Flig ht center which dev elop ed 
Ap oUo 12’s Saturn 5 rocket, 
said “this flig ht 
sufficiently 
p rov es that scientists can g o 
where they want to g o and land 
where they want to land.” 
“We hav e p rov ed that y ou 
really can walk a mile on the 


moon and do all sorts of work 
and scientific ex p eriments,” he 
said. “They hav e shown that 
man can liv e and p erform 
without worry ing ev ery minute 
about simp ly stay ing aliv e.” 
One 
of 
the 
astronauts’ 
p arting shots was to send the 
ascent section of their lunar 
lander smacking back on the 
moon at 3,780 m.p .h., setting off 
v ibrations felt for more than 40 
minutes by the seismometer 
they had left behind. 
Dr. Maurice Ewing , one of 
the 
p roject 
scientists, 
said 
“the 
duration 
was 
most 
surp rising , just as many other 
thing s on 
the 
moon 
hav e 
been.” 
“As for the meaning of it 
(the sustained v ibrations), Fd 
rather 
not 
m a ke 
an 
in- 
terp retation of it rig ht now,” he 
said. 


The astronauts lined up their 
o r bi t for the p hotog rap hy 
sessions with a brief blast from 
their main eng ine at 1:26 a.m. 
This mov ed the orbital track 
northward to g iv e the p ilots a 
better look at three, areas on 
the moon. 
They include the Fra Mauro 
formation Ap ollo 13 astronauts 
James E. Lov ell and Fred W. 
Haise are scheduled to ex p lore 
after a launch from Cap e Ken­ 
nedy scheduled for March 12. 


Injunctio n Is 
Issued in 
Liquo r Case 


Lancaster District Judg e El­ 
mer M. Scheele ordered issu­ 
ance of a p ermanent injunc­ 
tion ag ainst enforcement of 
LB151 ag ainst Central Markets 
West Inc. and Josep h Sham- 
p anier, 
a 
Nebraska 
liquor 
dealer. 
According to the court’s de­ 
cree, LB151, a measure re­ 
stricting use of quantity p rices 
or discounts by liquor dealers 
and p assed in the p ast session 
of the Leg islature, would inter­ 
fere with “and eliminate the 
p laintiff’s 
rig ht 
to 
barg ain 
freely and op enly for quantity 
discounts on the p urchases of 
liquor and beer.” 
Finding that LB151 was en­ 
acted “with the p urp ose, de­ 
sig n and effect of p rohibiting 
quantity discounts,” the court’s 
decree declared LB151 is “in­ 
v alid, unconstitutional and un­ 
enforceable.” 
Named as defendants in the 
suit, in which a temp orary in­ 
junction has been issued p re­ 
v iously and was e x t e n de d 
p ending finality of the p er­ 
manent injunction, were Gov . 
Norbert Tiemann and mem­ 
bers of the Nebraska Liquor 
Control Commission, charg ed 
with enforcement of the law.

Gov . Norbert T. 
Tiemann 
Friday said he hasn’t switched 
sig nals on the p rop osed Platte 
Riv er dam, but that his earlier 
comments were misrep resent­ 
ed by news media. 
At a p ublic hearing Wednes­ 
day , the g ov ernor endorsed 
continued p lanning of the half- 
billion-dollar p roject. 
Only until that p lanning and 
allied State Soil and Water 
Conserv ation C o m m i s s i o n 
study are comp leted in at least 
another y ear or more will he be 
in a p osition to come out for or 
ag ainst 
the 
dam 
“on 
its 
merits,” Tiemann said. 
At his press co Bference Fri­ 
day , Tiemann asserted his v iew 
co nsistently has been that “ if it 
(the dam) co mes o ff, it will be 
o ne o f the greatest things we 
will hav e do ne In Nebraska 
pro v ided the studies sho w that 
we hav e no insurmo untable 
pro blems.” 
In Sep tember, Tiemann was 
quoted at an Omaha function as 
being unequiv ocally for the 
massiv e p roject.

“A month or two ag o, wlien I 
took a p osition on the dam, the 
entire comment that I made 
was not quoted, in which I said 
I was aware of the study being 
made and the official state 
p osition would be taken after 
the study . 
“When I rep eated that same 
thing at the hearing a coup le of 
day s ag o, the headline comes in 
‘Tiemann Backs Up ’.” 
Tiemann v oluntarily broug ht 
up the matter about his rela­ 
tionship 
to 
the 
C^rp s 
of 
Eng ineers p roject as an il­ 
lustration of what Vice Presi­ 
dent Ag new has been say ing 
c 0 ncerning 
communication 
media treatment of the Nix on 
administration. 
“ What the v ice president is

Post. The g ov ernor said he had 
not read the tex t of Ag new’s 
remarks. 


“It seems to me newsp ap ers 
oug ht to p rint the full tex t of 
major sp eeches so that the 
p ublic can judg e themsev es, 
instead 
of 
taking 
certain 
p arag rap hs and certain sen­ 
tences,” Tiemann continued. 
Asked to ev alú ale how the 
Nebraska 
news 
media 
has 
treated 
him 
since 
being 
elected, the g ov ernor said: 
“I hav en’t had any com­ 
p laints . . . My ov erall treat­ 
ment has been g ood . . . The 
ov erall 
marks 
are

That doesn’t mean he hasn t 
been

miffed 
with 
Newsp ap ers on occasion, 
he 
said. “It’s almost imp ossible to 
be comp letely objectiv e.”

Nix on lost the entire Senate 
Rep ublican leadership on the 
v ote. Sen. Ernest F. Holling s, 
D-S.C., Hay nsworth’s sp onsor, 
blamed Nix on for failing to 
hold his own p arty and said 
op p onents had won “v ictory 
based on innuendo, insinuation 
and .susp icion.” 
Nix on said he would not an­ 
nounce another nominee for the 
Fortas seat until after the first 
of the y ear. 
Describing Hay nsworth as an 
outstanding jurist, Nix on sai l 
“I dep lore the nature of the 
attacks that hav e been mad« > 
up on this disting uished man. 
His integ rity is unimp eachable, 
his ability unquestioned. The 
Sup reme Court needs men of 
his leg al p hilosop hy to restor* 
the balance to that g reat in­ 
stitution.”

FCC Says Fairness 
Doctrine ISot Violated 


Wa.shington (yP) — The Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
(FCC) has told a Texas woman 
that television commentators 
did not violate its fairness doc­ 
trine in reviewing President 
Nixon’s Nov. 3 Vietnam speech. 
Mrs. J, R. Paul of Houston 
had written the FCC Nov. 10 
saying that “ the newsmen were 
very one-sided in their post-talk 
analysis of the speech.” 
FCC Chairman Dean Burch, 
in a letter endorsed by the en­ 
tire commission, r e p l i e d 
Thursday that no action was 
warranted and that the com­ 
mentary was constitutionally 
protected. 
The FCC letter said that the 
First Amendment “ certainly 
permits the analysis of any one 
spokesman to be one-sided. 
“ What is required, under the 
fairne.ss doctrine, is not that he 
be cen.sored, but that the other 
side be given the opportunity to 
present its viewpoint. 
“ The issue which was here 


involved — Vietnam — is one to 
which 
the 
networks 
have 
devoted, 
and 
continue 
to 
devote, substantial amounts of 
time for 
contrasting 
view­ 
points,” Burch .said. 
He .said the commission can­ 
not inve.stigate whether an ac­ 
count or analysis is “ biased” or 
“ true.” 
Burch personally telephoned 
the heads of the three networks 
Nov. 5 requesting transcripts of 
TV commentaries. He said at 
that time he was investigating 
complaints from congressmen 
and others. 
Mrs. Paul’s letter was writ­ 
ten three days before Vice 
President 
Spiro 
T. 
Agnew 
criticized the TV commentators 
in a speech at Des Moines, 
Iowa. Agnew said people have 
a right to form their own opi­ 
nions

President’s words and thoughts 
characterized through the pre­ 
judices of hostile critics be 
they can even be digested.” 


Washington (yP) — Agriculture 
Secretary Clifford M. Hardin, 
after moving to eliminate all 
but emergency uses of DDT by 
the end of 1970, is planning 
steps to restrict the widespread 
application of other persistent 
pesticides.

—Outlaw by Dec. 30, 1970, all 
uses 
of 
DDT 
except 
for 
emergency control of diseases 
and massive crop pest infesta­ 
tions. 


The secretary said he would 
begin taking action in March 
against other p e r s i s t e n t 
pesticides “ using the same 
criteria and procedures being 
applied to DDT.” 
Hardin’s 
decision 
for 
a 
general ban against DDT by 
the end of 1970 cuts in half the 
timetable proposed by Robert 
H. Finch, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, who 
urged DDT be phased out for 
ail but emergency uses in tWo 
years. 
Hardin’s plan to review uses 
of other hard pesticides ap­ 
parently is an effort to en­ 
courage the use of substitute 
chemicals or a l t e r n a t i v e 
methods of treatment for DDT 
instead of relying on one of its 
long-lived cousins. These in­ 
clude dieldrin, aldrin, endrin, 
heptachlor, chlordane and Lin­ 
dane.

Ban on Use of Cyclamate Softened by HEW' 
7 TIME WAS, 


Washington 
— Stepping 
back from what was widely in­ 
terpreted as a near total ban on 
cyclamates, the government 
now says the a r t i f i c i a l 
sweetener may be used in 
clearly labeled foods and as a 
sugar substitute in liquid or 
tablet form. 
Robert H. Finch, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
said the sale of foods and sugar 
substitutes 
containing 
th e 
sweetener will be allowed as 


long as the label shows the 
cyclamate 
content 
in 
an 
average serving. 
A ban against cyclamates in 
diet soft drinks and other 
beverages effective Jan. 1 re­ 
mains in effect. 
HEW spokesmen said the 
new order is not a reversal of 
Finch’s Oct. 18 decision which 
ordered a phased-out removal 
of cyclamate-sweetened prod­ 
ucts from the market. 
Although the s e c r e t a r y 


emphasized that cyclamates 
should be consumed only upon 
the advice of a doctor, his 
decision will allow its sale in 
foods and concentrates on a 
nonprescription basis. 
The practical effect is to keep 
the sweetener on the market in 
the food area. 
HEW spokesmen said the ban 
on

said. 
It was when he happened to 
make a complaint to police 
regarding a neighbor that it 
was discov ered —- when police 
checked ev ery one ou t — that he 
was wanted on the old parole 
v iolation charge. 
What’s su rprising, he told the 
board, is that “I’d been throu gh 
FBI checks at the plant and 
nothing had come u p.”

The Den v er Sy mphon y is a fin e en semble. They 
prov ed it Thu rsday n ight in their con cert at 
Nebraska Wesley an con du cted by Arthu r Fiedler. 


I last heard the Den v er orchestra some fiv e 
y ears ago an d was pleasan tly su rprised how they 
hav e greatly improv ed u n der the gu idan ce of their 
regu lar con du ctor, Vladimir Golschman n . 


The strin gs are fu ll an d warm in sou n d, an d 
the woodwin ds are su perb. The weakest lin k in 
their grou p is defin itely t he tru mpets, who, fran kly , 
wou ld hav e great cau se to en v y Lin coln ’s orchestra 
in this respect. 
Cu riou s, how su ch a metropolitan city has n o 
trou ble fin din g a fin e strin g section , when strin gs 
are so scarce, y et has trou ble main tain in g a first- 
rate tru mpet section . 


The first half of the program in clu ded Wagn er, 
Brahms an d Grieg, while the last half was dev oted 
to Offen bach, selection s from “Fiddler on the Roof”, 
an d three Beatie tu n es. The latter were ex pertly 
arran ged an d v ery impressiv e as fin e works of 
mu sic. 


While the classical n u mbers were techn ically 
play ed well, they lacked in n er con v iction an d seem­ 
ed ev en perfu n ctory . Neither the orchestra n or 
the con du ctor pu t their heart in this mu sic. 
Miss Hiro Imamu ra, soloist in the Grieg “Pian o 
Con certo,” gav e a v ery poetic in terpretation of 
this work. She has a fin e con cept of ton e, bu t u n ­ 
fortu n ately lacks an y driv e or power an d is n ot 
y et su re of her techn ical equ ipmen t. 


In attemptin g to ly ricize an already ly ric com­ 
poser, she chose too s l o w a tempo an d failed to 
hold the work together. I’m n ot su re of the make 
or own er of that pian o she u sed, bu t it is on e 
of the fin est in stru men ts I hav e heard in this 
city , or elsewhere for that matter. 


After in fermission the con cert came aliv e, n ot 
ju st becau se the mu sic was lighter an d faster, 
bu t becau se the con du ctor an d orchestra were more 
in v olv ed. Fiedler is n ow in his mid-70s, b u t he 
has retain ed an athletic shape an d has a master’s 
tou ch with the baton . 
Not on ly does he con du ct well, bu t his con cept 
of this semi-classic mu sic is u n beatable. 


The highlight of the ev en in g was the Offen bach 
“Gaite Parisien n e” which was performed with dash 
an d coior galore. 


The au dien ce was so en thu siastic abou t the 
orchestra that they coax ed them in to three or fou r 
een cores. The orchestra, too, seemed gen u in ely 
pleased to hav e been so mu ch appreciated.

by Cincinnati after 
the 1968 season, hit .255 for the Cards, who slumped badly 
the past season after winning the National League flag two 
consecutive y ears. 
The midnight hour meant the start of

for the major league club ex ecutives, a span of lime when 
they hoped they might acq uire that play er needed to transform 
a contender into a winner for 1970. 
From now until midnight Dec. 15, the clubs can make 
trades with teams in the other league without the usual req uire­ 
ment of obtaining waivers. 
There are a couple of reasons why this is so important 
to baseball. For one, most teams prefer to 
deal with coun­ 
terparts in the other league because they are then assured 
that the castoff won’t come back to haunt them during the 
regular season.

I’inson, the ex -Cincinnali outfielder, was hampered with 
a hairline fracture of the small bone in his right foot last 
season. Cardenal gives the Cards a defensive boost. He’s 
more than an adeq uate center fielder — something the Cards 
need in spacious Busch Stadium. 
The Indians also are reportedly interested in trading Tony 
Horton to clear the way for Ken liarrelson to handle first 
base.

“ We do n’t deny there is a 
need fo r the increase,” Maj. 
(len. Jo hn Do y le, Co llege Sta­ 
tio n, Tex as, said. Do y le is chair­ 
man o f the Mid-America Trans­ 
po rtatio n Co uncil o f the Mid- 
America Go v erno r’s Co uncil. 
But the group does “ believe 
this rate increase should be 
fully justified before it is grant­ 
ed. Until such proof of need 
is brought by the railroads, this 
rate increase should not go into 
effect,” he said. 
Do y le said the rate increase 
was discussed in brief hearings 
befo re it was granted by the 
Interstate Co mmerce Co mmis­ 
sio n. Then the fee increase was 
po stpo ned. The higher rates 
o n a l l railro ad serv ices — 
freight and passenger —- canno t 
go into effect, Do y le said, until 
the ICC issues ano ther o rder 
o n them.
